all survive their father except Joe, 
who died some six months since. 

Col. Turuer had the great happi- 
nesa, the unusual happiness of seeing 
all his sous comfortably established 
i.i butitiess and discharging the obli- 
gations of manhood toward them- 
selves and their lellows. 

Hla ancestors were of fighting stock, 
hit father having served in the war 
ot 1812 and bis grandfather in thi 
revolution, and he himself waa a sol- 
dier in the war with Mexico, during 
hich be became a Msjor in the U. S. 
Army. 

In 1861 he represented this District 
in the Legislature aud then devoted 
himself to the practice of his profes- 
eion until 1876 when he was elected 
Congress. He was also elected lor 
a second term in 1878. 

Congress he was an Industrious 
woiker iu the interest of his constitu- 
ent* and of the country at large.devot- 
ing special efforts to securing appro- 
priations for the improvement of the 
rivera of our Stale, in which he was 
very successful. 

In polities he was forceful and ag- 
greeaiv* iu advocating hi* principles; 
he was outspoken always and any 
man could find out by the asking 
hat were Col. Vomer's views on 
ny subject. He earnestly espoused 
te cause of Democracy always, aud 
i 1896 when sr many Democrats dis- 
sented from - me of tho principles 
laid down iu tin Chicag i platform In- 
accepted them all, aim was an enthu- 
siastic M.pportor of William Jeaalagi 
Bryan and the free coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1 up to the last moment he 
wa» able to dlseats such matters. 

One of the most marked character- 
istic* of Col. Turner was hi* freedom 
from old-fogyism iu any form.
